Auction Hridge is certainly becoming 
\ popular game, so much so in fact that 
many of the sliowa arc featuring a 
rubber of bridpc as part of the back 
ground for their society dramas. Now 
one of the I>cst sellers, Agatha Christie's 
"Seven Dials Mystery", uses bridge as 
an introduction to one of the thrdUng 
Incidents of the book. The dialogue is 
very amusing and eo typical of the 
average game that it is well worth 
repealing.

Experts Advise Reserving 

Ice Chamber for Ice, 

Not Food 
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Thoro [b nohlng from a baby to a 
noKpolo, ilmt (looft not require caro 
ot flonio naturo. I^Ast wook a brief 
resume of the proper comparttncnU 
ot tho rofrlKomtor In which to place 
various kinds of foodii waa given. To- 
(lay tho coro of tho Icebox will bo ills- 
cuned. 

It Is ttuppoacd, to begin with, that 
tho refrlRerator Is placed In as cool 
and proteoUHl a position ns Is com- 
patlblo with convontent service, that 
it Is easily accessible to the Ice mnn, 
that It stands level on the lloor. that 
It 1b olUior attacheil to a 'permanent 
drain or has a capacious drip pan, 
and that It is clean, and full of Ice. 

No. Item Is of greater Importance 
than keeping the refrigerator well 
lce<l, according to the Ilousebold re* 
(rlReratlon bureau. Tho volume of Ice 
should never bo allowed to fall below 
one-half tho capacity of tho Ice chem- 
her. If the Ice gots too low tho tern* 
peraturo rises, the walla of tho refrig- 
erator get warm again and when now 
.-^co Is put In It has to do double work. 
.This Is not only a. waste of Ice. but the 
temperaturo may t>o too high for sue-' 
'cessful food conservation. 

The Ice chamber Is iMilIt to contain 

\ice and not food. Brer}' Inch of Ico 

surface Is needed to cool and clean 

tlio passing air. and for this reason 

food Is not put in the Ico chamber. 

Keep Clean and Dry. 

The bacteriologists soy ond they 
«ay truly, tliat molds and bacteria 
grow beat when they liavo plenty ot 
moisture. Therefore, keep the walls 
and shelves drj*. Use a cloth which Is 
clean and dry and wipe off any mois- 
ture that may collect on tho walls and 
shelves. When an accident occurs, bo 
thorough in removing the spllle<l ma- 
terial, washing and drying tho shelves 
and walla at once. A very smoH spot, 
with Just the right baotorium or mold, 
may make a very big and unpleasant 
odor. 

Once a week wash the rofrigorator 
thoroughly with a cloth wrung out of 
cold water. In which sal soda (about 
one tablespoon to four quarts of wa- 
ter) has been dissolved. Wipe with a 
clean cloth. Work as rapidly as possi- 
ble to keep tho entrance of atmos- 
pheric heat at a minimum, ao saving 
- ice. 

Once each week pour strong sal so- 
da water down tho drain to remove 
tho «llmo which may collect there. 
.This Is a real preventive of ovorllowa 
in tho refrigerator. 

Do Not Wrap the Ice. 

Do not wrap tho Ice In a paper or a 
blanket; rather. If necessary, throw a 
blanket over tho ontlro refrigerator. 
j\ctual contact between tho air to bo 
cooled and tho Ico surface la noces- 
■sao*. Also Uie film of water on the 
inciting Ice absorbs tho odors which 
then go down tho drain pipe. If the 
Ice molU too rapidly It Is because tbe 
Tefrlgorator Is not well Insulated. 
^ There is no need, of coure«, la em- 
■iiphasUlug that dirty things must bo 
kept out of tlio Icebox, the doors kept 
tightly cloaed excwpt when placing or 
removing food, which should be done 
as quickly as •possible, and that food 
should not be placed in the Icobox un- 
til It is cool.

SALADS, once regarded as mere 
accessories to the menu, at last 
havq come into their own. Charm- 
ing In appearance, delicious and 
absolutely essential to the diet, 
salads now aro one of the main 
courses on the family table. 

Most of our delightful salad 
dressings are Tarlatlons of a fa- 
mous three: (1) French Dressing 
— which is specially suitable t» 
serve with greens and fresh voge- 
Ubles or fruits; (2) Mayonnaise 
Dressing — for more substantial 
luncheon salads of eggs, meat or 
fish; and (3) Cooked Salad Dress- 
ing—for those who do not care 
particularly for the dressings con- 
taining salad oil. 

Tho ways in which these main 
types of dressing may be varied 
are almost numberless. Merely by 
adding one or more simple ingre- 
dients to tho foundation, one may 
obtain a dressing suited to any par- 
ticular typo of salad or Individual 
taste. Of coarse, the quality of the 
Ingredlenta used Is of the utmost 
importance. And more especially, 
since their real purpose Is to bring 
out the rather neutral flavor of the 
salad greens. « 

Remember thhi when preparing 
salad dressings from this list of 
principal types, with their several 
Tarlantst

To accommodate the heavU-st trucks 
and other commercial vehicles In the 
cluss of highspeed busses, constituting 
but one per cent of (he total nutn* 
her of rcglsteret] automotive convey- 
ances In upe thrnughout the Unit* 
.States ItMlay, roads must be built from 
tLree to five tlni^-s as strong and St 
proportlnnnlely greater cost, than if 
use of the highways were restricted 
exclusively to the owners of private 
automobiles, according to L'hnrles F, 
.Marvin. Jr., of the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards at Washington. 

Writing In "Public Itonds." a Jour 
nal of hiKhway research Issued by the 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
lure. Mr. Marvin says: *'Hoads de- 
signed to rnrry lliree-ton vehicles 
wlihoui undue deterioration, would be 
satisfactory for about 05 per cent 
of the vehicles in use today. To ac- 
cominodate ■» of the remaining 6 per 
cent, roails of double this strength 
nould bo reoulred. while to be corre- 
iIKmdIngly safe for the heaviest group, 
weighing up to IS tons" (llllools law 
at present permits n 20 ton maximum 
lond) "and constituting about 1 per 
cent of the total numl»er of vehicles, 
ruads from three to five times 
strong would be necessorj-."

TRUCKS JUMP ROAD COSTS, 
GOVERNMENT EXPERT SAYS 



To accommodate the heaviest trucks 
and other commercial vehicles In the 
class of high-speed husaes, constituting 
but one per cent of the total num» 
bcr of registered ouiomoHve convey- 
ances In UMc throughout the Unit' 
Stales Iwlay, roads must be built from 
tLrco to Ave tlnu-s as strong and at 
proportionately greater coat, than If 
use of the highways were restricted 
exclusively to the owners of private 
aulomohlles, according to Ctiarles F, 
■Marvin. Jr., of the United States Uu- 
n-.iu of Standards at Washington. 

Writing In "I'ubllc Itoads." a Jour- 
nol of highway research Issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, ilr. Marvin says: "Uoads de- 
signed to carry thrw-ton vehicles 
without undue delerlorntlon. would be 
siitlsfactory for about 05 per cent 
of the vehicles In use today. To ac- 
commodate ■* of the remaining 5 per 
cent, roads of douhlo this strength 
would 1)0 reiiulred. while to be corre- 
spondingly safe for the heaviest group, 
weighing up to 15 tons" (Illinois law 
at present permits a 20 ton maximum 
l"ud) "Htid constituting about 1 per 
cent of the total iiuml*r of vehicles, 
roads from three to Ove times 
strong would be necessary."
